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This  bibliography  is  a  component  of  a  larger  compilation 
of  materials  on  urban  India.     The  materials  included  here  deal 
with  planning  in  an  urban  context.     The  user  will  find 
citations  to  articles,   books,   theses  and  dissertations.     Most 
of  the  material  is  from  the  post -independence  era.     There  are 
a  significant  nianber  of  citations  from  earlier  periods.     The 
conplled  materials  are  largely  research  results  rather  than 
primary  documents. 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  MATERIALS 
The  primary  organizational  focus  is  geographic,   rather 
than  topical.     This  focus  was  used  for  two  reasons.     First, 
there  exists  a  recent,   extremely  high  quality  urban  India 
bibliography  which  has  a  topical  focus.     This  is  Urbanization 
in  India;     An  Inventory  of  Source  Materials,  Academic  Books, 
Ltd.,  New  Delhi,  prepared  by  Ashish  Bose  and  published  in 
1970.     Second,   there  seemed  to  be  a  need  for  a  bibliography 
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which  dealt  with  specific  geographic  entities.     The  bibliography- 
consists  of  published  material  produced  relevant  to  a  specific 
"i^al"  cultural  entity  such  as  a  city  or  region.     The  material 
is  stratified  in  terms  of  the  most  relevant  geographic 
descriptor  in  each  case.     The  geographic  descriptors  used 
include:     India  as  a  idiole,  various  regions,    states,   clusters 
of  cities  and  cities.     Units  of  analysis  smaller  than  the 
city  (i.e.,   a  neighborhood)   are  classified  under  the  city  in 
question. 

THE  COLLECTION  STRATEGY 
'  The  collection  process  started  vdth  review  of  the  bib- 
liographic content  of  key  works  in  Indian  urban  studies   such 
as  India's  Urban  Future   (University  of  California  Press: 
Berkeley,  1962)  by  Turner  and  the  city-specific  studies 
produced  by  vailous  Indian  scholars.     The  extant  bibliographies 
on  Indian  urban  topics  were  consulted.     This  included  Bose's 
work  mentioned  above  as  well  as  the  periodically  published 
Bibliography  of  Asian  Studies  sponsored  by  the  Association  of 
Asian  Studies.     The  compilation  of  dissertation  material  was 
enhanced  through  the  use  of  Dissertation  Abstracts  International 
published  by  Iftiiversity  Microfilms,   and  Doctoral  Dissertations 
on  South  Asia,  1966-70  by  Frank  J.   Shulman  published  by  the 
Center  for  South  and  Southeast  Asian  Studies  at  the  University 
of  Michigan.

The  bibliography  was  further  expanded  by  significant 
amounts  of  "hands-on"   scanning  of  various  Joiamal  series. 
These  activities  were  carried  out  primarily  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin -Madison  Library  and  the  University  of 
Wisconsin -Milwaukee  Library.     During  the  summer  of  1973  I 
was  able  to  biiefly  review  materials  at  the  Tata  Institute 
of  Social  Sciences,  Bombay  and  Banaras  Hindu  University, 
Varanasi . 

THE  PROCESSING  OF  BIBLIOGRAPHIC  MATERIALS 
The  collected  citations  were  keypunched  and  then  committed 
to  a  magnetic  tape  data  storage  system  at  the  Madison  Academic 
Computing  Center  of  the  University  of  l^Eisconsin,     The  coirputing 
system  used  is  based  on  the  Univac  1110  accessed  a  9200  remote 
batch  teimnal.     Virtually  all  programming  was  designed 
especially  for  the  project.     The  computer  approach  was  necessary 
for  the  amount  of  data  manipulated  as  quite  large.
